These actions will allow staff to proceed with the
sale of the refunding bonds that will refinance

all or part of the principal amounts of one or

more of the City's 1986, 1987, 1988, 1989, 1990

and 1991 Public Improvement (General Government)
and Water & Sewer Bonds.

. The current interest rate environment gives

the City an opportunity to realize
substantial debt service savings by
refinancing these bonds.

To accomplish this the City will sell

refunding bonds to pay-off older bonds that
have higher interest rates.

. It 18 estimated that the City will save $3 to

$4 million over the remaining life of the
bonds.

On October 12, 1992, Council introduced a bond
order authorizing Refunding Bonds Series 1992A,
designated November 9, 1992 as the date for a
public hearing on the bonds, and authorized the
filing of the Sworn Statement of Debt.

. The majority of the bonds ocutstanding are at
interest rates of 9.50%.

- In the current interest rate environment the

City can 1s8sue new bonds (refunding bondse) at

a lower interest rate to pay off the higher
interest rate bonds.

. It 18 estimated that savings will be
approximately $2 million over the remaining
life of the bonds.

. Under a proposal from the developer, the City
would receive a nominal annual administrative
fee ($12,000 - $13,000 per year) with the
balance of the annual savings to be used by
the developer to defray operating cost,

1ncrease the repair and replacement reserve
fund and to provide some return to the
general partners.




. More important, this will help preserve
affordable and good housing for persons with

low to moderate i1ncome levels.

Background: The Mortgage Revenue Bonds, Series 19837, were
1ssued as of May 1, 1983 and loaned to Double Qaks

Asgsoclates, a North Caroclina limited partnership,

. The properties were acqguired by the City zin
the late 1970's as part of the Harris—Kannon

lawsuit (see Background section which
follows).

. The sale will carry out the City's policy of
disposing of surplus property in ways which
create housing opportunities for low-income

people and 18 consistent with our policy of

decreasing the City's involvement in property

management. Also the City's policy and goals
are to remove families from rental to home-

ownership.

. The transfer of these properties, which the
City currently rents out under a management

agreement with the Charlotte Housing
Authority to the private sector, will relieve

the City of the cost of maintenance and
management of the properties, and will
eventually return them to the tax rolls.

. Based on the rental operation for 1991 and

1992, there has been a net logss of
approximately $500 for these seven units.

Alsoc major repairs are needed for these units
and the total cost of repairs 18 estimated to

be $16,255.

CMHP will rehabilitate the properties and

resell them to families who qualify for
financng under CMHP'Bs homeownershilip program.

. The City's contract with CMHP restricts
buyers' incomes to 80% or less of the area

median income.

Background:

. By increasing the proportion of owner-
occupied housing in the low-income

neirghborhoods where the houses are located,
this action 18 also expected to contribute
indirectly to neighborhood stabilitation and
the reduction of craime.

For all the above reasons, homeownership was

considered the best use of the properties as
opposed to their continued rental to families

in the same i1ncome group.

1. To hold the public hearing and approve the
gale of the homes to CMHP for the combined

appralsed value of $225,000.

2. To hold the public hearing, delay the sale,
and instruct statff to seek bids. This option
would jeopardize the subsequent affordability

of the homes.

The properties were appraised by Granger-Wilson &
Associates, Inc., a firm commissioned by CMHP from

among the City's approved list of independent
appraisers, and then reviewed by the City's Real

Estate Division.

. The in-house appraliser concurred with the
valuation made by the independent appraiser,

which was a combined appraised value for ail
seven properties of $225,000.

. The appraised value of the i1ndividual
properties varlies from $8,000 to $62,000 (see
Exhibit A).

The seven properties were among 17 housing
units acquired by the City during the late 1970's

ag part of 1ts effort to satigsfy the Harris-Kannon
lawsulit.

. That settlement required the City to provide
affordable housing for low— and moderate-
income families; all of i1ts requirements have

been met.

Of the 10 remaining unats {those not included

in the proposed sale to CMHP), one single-
family home has been sold and another .s

expected to be sold by the City directly to a

low—-income family, and the remaining eight

are duplex units for which the City 1s
currently seeking to identify a buyer.

Tenants in the seven City-owned houses that

are proposed to be sold either have been or

will be relocated by the City i1n accordance

with the Uniform Relocation Act 1f the sale
is approved. All were either unable to
qualify for a mortgage or were not interested
in pursuing homeownership at the present

time.

If City Council approves the sale, the $225,000
received will be program income for the Innovatave

Housing Capital Account according to Councal
policy approved in 1989. The original purchase of

the properties was made with GRS funds.

Billing and Data Maintenance
When the stormwater system 18 implemented i1in

January, 1993, the data will be one year old.

The Mecklenburg County Tax Office updates 1ts
records once a year. Additional resources are

needed to bring the information to a current
gtatus and to maintain 1t to insure the customer

receives a correct bill.

Two Customer Service Specialist positions, pay
range 114, $20,200 each, are recommended to cCreate

and maintain master records which will ensure
billable accounts are processed. The process will
include gathering new parcel i1nformation from the
Register of Deeds office, matchang i1t with
water/sewer records and creating a new account.

During 1991, 12,650 new parcels of land were
recorded. Assuming all 12,650 accounts are billed
for the 12 month period at $1.90, this would
generate an additional $288,420 in revenue

billed.

Collection and Payment Processinc

Based upon our experience, the majority of
delinquent water/sewer accounts are commercial.

In addition, other cities' experience with

delinquent stormwater accounts indicates
commercial stormwater are collection problems.

Two Revenue Collection Agents, pay range 116,

$22,300 each, are requested to proactively monitor
and cecllect stormwater-only accounts using

delinquent notes, telephone calls, water service
termination when possible and as a last resort,

legal actaion.

Total first year stormwater revenues are expected

to be $13 million. We anticipate the revenue
agents will collect approximately $188,000 from

delingquent accounts.
